DYNAMITE IN CHICAGO. 


Timely Discovery of an Infernal Machine 


Among a Lot of Stolen Books. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Among the lot of 


books stolen from the public library in this 
city by J. C. Talbot, whote arrest was 
chronicled yesterday, were found by the po- 
lice twelve boxes, each a foot long, eight 
indies wide and six inches deep were found 
to be tilled with dynamite. 
Among them

explode. Detective Bonlield carefully went 
to "work to open the box containing the re- 
volver and in half an hour the apparatus 
wus rendered harmless. 
The box was 


found to contain glycerine and sawdust, 
which, if ignited by turning the crank, 
would have in a few minutes caused tlie 
dvnamite to explode. 


"The prisoner, who stole the books from 


the public library, and vfliose real name is 
Otto Funk, was interviewed in regard to 
the matter. 
He said he was only experi- 


menting with the stuff and had it for no 
evil purpose, llu. being a student, had 
prepared it himself. He admitted that the 
preparation in the boxes was genuine dyna- 
mite, and enough to blow up a structure 
larger than the court-house. 


Six years ago Talbot was arrested for 


stealing books from Junsen, McClurg & Co. 
He was thought to be insane and escaped 
punishment. 
He says he never stole any 


books again until lie was disappointed in 
love and the old desire for books returned. 
He worked iu 'he library fifteen months, and 
left last October. Three loads were taken 
to the library yesterday, 3,219 volumes in 
all. Talbot says all the other books belong 
to him.

Provided with a "Monitor Desk"— 


How It Works and the Grat- 


ifying Kcsults. 


[New York Herald.] 


In a few days every central telephone of- 


fice in this city will have a monitor desk in 
it, and then the dapper clerk and the blue- 
eyed maiden with lie mocking-bird voice 
must look out for squalls. 
Tht> monitor deik 


was invented by Mr. E. A. Eckert, chief 
operator of the Metropolitan Telephone com- 
pany. All the girls say he is real horrid, 
and the clerks are pining for las personal 
gore. 


A reporter has seen the monitor desk which 


is operated in the New Street exchange. In 
a long, narrow room, flanked by great shin- 
ing brass switch •boards, sat fourteen or fif- 
teen pretty girls. Little strips of brass 
crossed themselves on each dainty nead and 
held a 
"receiver" 
to 
each 
left ear. 


In this manner the left ear was devoted to 
the public and thu right ear to the company. 
A confused chattoring and murmuring, ac- 
companied by staccato embellishments on 
the part of a number of small boys who 
pulled and pushed in scores of brass plugs, 
supplied sound enough to confuse even the 
average hotel clerk 
And yet there was an 


atmosphere of regularity and order that was 
surprising. At the head of the room safe 
Manager Thompson in front of the monitor 
desk, with a "receiver" fastened to his left 
ear, too. 
Rising from the desk was a little 


brass switch-board and a series of annuncia- 
tor flaps.
